Dear Claire: 

In regards to our telephone conversation concerning advertising 
in the Fair Grounds,Daily Racing Program, it was agreed upon that the 
Philip Morris Company would no longer occupy the outside back cover of 
the program, because I would not accept the terms in which your 
company wanted to be charged for the program cover. 

With the advent of 0TB (Off Track Betting) in the State of 
Louisiana, there are now nine locations throughout the State which 
carry the races from the Fair Grounds, which means we have to supply 
these outlets with daily racing programs. 

This last season the Fair Grounds saw an increase of 18.2% in 
attendance due to 0TB. 

Last season Philip Morris paid the Fair Grounds 37,900.00 for 
the outside back cover and wanted to pay the Fair Grounds the same 
sum for that position this year. I could not justify the idea of 
no increase in revenue for the Fair Grounds.
